XBW ORLEANS. La., November 13. — Hotli the 
Fair Urounds and Jefferson Park race tracks pre- 
sented scenes of activity today, an unusually large 
number of horses being out for exercise gallops 
at tile two courses. At the former plant the going 
was still a bit sticky from the recent heavy rains, 
but Jefferson Park ha(^ dried cut surprisingly well 
and it will be faster than ever before in its his- 
tory in a day or so. With the opening of the 
meeting at this track only two weeks off, trainers 
are beginning to “tighten up” their charges a bit, 
but most of them are fit now, as they liave been 
racing either in Kentucky or the east all fall. 

With the advent of summerlike weather, which 
has prevailed for the past two days, the large 
number of workmen engaged lu the reconstruction 
work at the Fair Grounds have been able to make 
great progress. It will be but a short while 
now until the new grandstand is completed, and 
they will then turn their attention to the task of 
la.ving new lawns around this structure and beauti- 
fying the plant in general. 

Advices leeelved- from Louisville tmlay are to 
the effect tliat former Fnited States Senator 
Charles W. Clark of Montana has purchased Mid- 
way, and that he is iucliided iu the shipment which 
trainer George Barnes is sending here tonight. The 
purchase price was not learned, but it is said to 
run well into five figures. In addition to Midway 
and Sway, Barnes is also bringing eight yearlings, 
most of them recent purchases in Kentucky. 

H. Neusteter got in from Ijouisville today with 
eight horses. Before leaving tlie Falls City he 
purchased Keep and Midia, a pair of two-year-old 
fillies, from Gallaher Brothers. B«pth were win- 
ners on the Kentucky circuit, the former having 
won a race at one mile ou the final day of the 
recent Churchill Downs meeting. 

JOHN 0. AJtbNG LATE ARRIVALS. 

The Howard Oots-Mosel I»wenstein establish- 
ment, which was an arrival today, embraced thir- 
teen horses — eight belonging to the former and 
five to the latter. Oots has one yearling and Ixiw- 
enstein two. Included in the Ix>weiistein band is 
Ablase. wliich he recently purchased from George M. 
Uendrie at Louisville. In addition to jockey G. 
Stack, who will ride for this eombinatioii, Ix)wen- 
stein also brought along a lad named L. McDer- 
mott, who he will attempt to develoj) into a rider 
here. He weighs ninety pounds and is a brother 
of jockey Russell McDermott. 

Seven horses, including the good three -year-old 
John ()., comprise the stable of O. Rogers, wliich 
was unloaded at the Fair Grounds this morniug. 
This establishment is in charge of traiucr U. T. 
Runnells. 

James McKinney lia.s taken over the horses Betty 
Curry and La Foiidre, which P. Sheridan formerly 
trained for O. Vest, and he bi ought them here 
uloug with Thistle Green and Brown Bee, which 
lie is training for C. E. Hamilton. 

Jockey James Groth will do the riding for T. 
B. Muiiford and George B. Coopi-r at both meet- 
ings here. The Munford and Cooper horses are 
recent arrivals nt the Fair Grounds. 

Jocke.v H. J. Burke, who rode in sensational form 
here last year, came from Lexington tislay. He 
will ride for F. W. Staton next winter. Other 
additions to tlie riding colony are W. Warrington, 
J. Howard, It. Bolton and B. Kennedy. 

Several owners who shipped liere taking chances 
on getting stable room and some of them from far 
distant points found that the managements of Isitli 
tracks meant just wliat they said wlien they ad- 
vised against sliipping unless notifiwl tliat stall ac- 
commodations liad been granted. They have been 
unable to get stalls at the tracks, as ls>t!i courses 
have far more applicants tlian tli<-y can care for.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE COUP WJTH BRIGAND ONE OF OUR GRANDEST BROOD MARES 

Five Horses Intensely Backed for Race and Favor* Kannie Gray, Bam of the Black Wonder Domino, 



ites Were 8 to 1. 

The cabled stories about Mr. James de Rotlis- 
child’s winnings over Brigand's Cambridgeshire race 
last month do not seem to have been much exag- 
gerated. The horse went to the post at 25 to 1 
and won virtually all the w’ay. 

Bookmakers took liberties witli Brigand. They did 
not believe that, even lightly weighted as he was 
witli ninety -four imunds, he would stay the severe 
mile and an eighth over which the Cambridgeshire 
was run. Tlie general public seemed to entertain 
a like view. Hence it was that Mr. de Rothschild 
and bis followers were enabled to realize incredible 
winnings. 

Mr. de Rotbscliild not oiil.v backed bis representa- 
tive, but told all bis friends to “get on.” One of 
those who accepted the information and invested 
libeially was Sir Ernest Cassell. In spite of heavy- 
wagering on Zinovia, Scatwell, Sir Berkeley, Alas- 
nam and Golden Fleece, many of the J>ig operators 
in the ring lost on the race. 

W. Parrish, owner of Golden Fleece, which should- 
ered 109, backed his aged gelding at 25 to 1 and 
stood to win $250,000 on the race. Wealthy men 
were so insistent upon wagering that for several 
minutes prior to post time the paramount question 
iu the ring was, “How much will you take?” 
Prices were not seriously considered. During the 
Iieriod of greatest activity in the ring there was 
no favorite. Five horses were equal choices and each 
wus 8 to 1. A similar condition was not recalled. 

James de Rothschild, who belongs to the French 
branch of tlie family, lias been a picturesque fig- 
ure on the British turf. As a young man he was 
noted as a backer of iiorses the cliances of which 
were considered negligible yet occasionally won. 
On a horse of his “'va which ran in a selling race 
at Epsom he lost a small fortune. In the St. 

Ix’ger of 1910 his colt Bronzina, a despised long 
sliot. was beaten a few inches by Swynford, while 
Ix-niberg was tliird. Had Bronzina been placed 
first an immense coup would have been accom- 
plished. Joseph Tliomiison, the famous bookmaker, 
once refused to lay a long price against a horse 
Mr. I^thscliild wished to back. Thereupon Thomp- 
son was informed that he lacked enterprise, aiid'if 
he were unwilling to bet he should vacate in favor 
of somebotiy wlio would. When Tliouipson regained 
composure he remarked' with evident chagrin; “Said 
that to me — -to me, wlio betted millions before be 
wasc "bom:” 

Mr. Uotlischild is a versatile siKirtsman, a scholar 
ami a mathematician. The late Ixopold de Koths- 
child termed liim a wonder at figures. Of an ad- 
venturous spirit, he was happy wlien facing an ele- 
ment of danger. One of his eccentricities was to 
seek uncertain jumiiers with wliich to follow the 
hounds. Service iu the war and the loess of an eye, 
the result of an accident wliile playing golf, have 
modified his disposition. While wearing a monocle 
and playing golf at Deauville, France, a golf ball 
struck the monocle, fragments of which penetrated 
his eye, injuring it so badly that it .had to be 
removed.

CANADA’S NOTABLE RACING PATRONAGE 

Prior to Closing of Tracks in 1917 Sport Enjoyed 
a Host Eminent Following. 

, (BY FR-tNCIS NELSON.) 

TOllOXTO, Ont., November 13. — A large and im- 
IKirtaut section of the public patronized the rat-iug 
that went on iu eastern Canada up to the mid- 
siiiiimer of 1917. That section which found its chief 
recreation in race-going included to a considerable 
degree the must useful, notable and eminent of the 
community. While practically all siHirtiug gather- 
ings are attended liy what may be called a fair all- 
round representation of the community in whieli they 
are held, it is a fact that at none can be found a 
superior, and at a few an einial, proiiortion of those 
who have achieved for tliemselves a standing among 
tlieir own people. 

Tiiere is no gathering of wliatever nature in 
Canada with whicli tlie average race-going as- 
semblage does not stand on at least an equality. For 
niiiiiy of them no other outdoor occasion is so attrac- 
tive in all its little opportunities for renewing ac- 
quaiiitaiices and enjoying social intercourse in the 
participation in a common pleasure. When they 
lost the opiKirtiinity to go to the* races tliere was 
no suhstlliite tliat aiqit-aled to them, and they feel 
that they have just cause for resentment at the lack 
of consideration of their feelings. 

"We are like the public iu otln-r alTairs,” said 
one of tlieiii. “We liave no collective representation. 
Wliat is everylsMly's business is iioboii.v’s. The 
govcriiiiiciit is assailed ou the one hand by well- 
linaiiced interests seeking tlu- uiiolition of racing. 
Talk aliout attacking only iK-tting is la-ggiiig the 
question, since there is no racing anywhere in the 
world without betting. On tlie other hand, those 
interests that have considerable investment and con- 
siderable profit to protect put in their case. We 

have no organization, and we are not heard. The 
representations to Ottawa are alw-ays of one ex- 
treme or the otlier. The great piililic, wliicIi jiays 
for it all and is Vi'illing to pay for its recreation in 
that form, never reiiehes the offiiial ear. 

"Only that failure to give heed to our iiiispukeu 
needs can account for tlie astonishing way iu which 
the government has dealt witli a question most im- 
i iHirtaut, both iu u lm:iuiL-ss and u sporting way. To 



and Ancestress of One of Our Best Families. 

Maniiie Gray holds an honored place in the list 
of American brood mares of great fame. A daughter 
of the grand Leamington horse Enquirer and the 
War Dance mare Lizzie G., she traced back to 
Boston on lier dam’s side through Lexington and 
again through Lecompte, a rare combination. Twice 
also she threw back to tlie equally famous Glencoe 
brood mare Reel. Her first foal came in 1881 in 
the good colt Ten Strike, . by Ten Broeck, which 
won many races for W. B. Jennings. In 1882 she 
foaled the colt Sir Knight by Fellowcraft. In 

1883 came the filly Bnndala by King Ban, and in 

1884 the colt Bannerol by tlie same sire. Bandala 
was a capital racer and freiiueiit winner. Bannerol 
was not raced. Bari-eii in 1885, she produced Lady 
Reel to Fellowcraft in 1886, and Madame Reel 
to tlie same good sire in 1887. Then she found her 
true affinity in Himyar, and to him foaled the 
splendid filly Correetion in 1888. Wonderfully fast 
and successful in racing was Correction. Barren 
in 1889, Maiiiiie Gra.v foaled tlie colt Free Mason 
to Fellowcraft in 1890. Free Mason raced well, 
but all that the produce of Manuie had done paled 
into insignificance wlien slie produced the phenome- 
nal Domino to Himyar in 1891. Mannie Gray was 
a black mare, and it is not without its significance 
that this Domino was the first of her produce 
stamped with lier own color, although Ten Strike 
was a brown. Domino was a wonder in racing and 
stands twlay as tlie greatest money winner in Amer- 
icaif turf history. He was a liiglily successful 
sire also, and tlirough liis sons Commando and Dis- 
guise and his grandsons Peter Pan and Peter 
Quince, Celt, Colin, Helmet, Liike McTaike, Super- 
man, Transvaal, ITtimus and others, is now one of 
tile predominant f o reew ~t w Ameriroo . breeding sjid 
racing. As a leading American thoroughbred family 
it is only rivaled by the Ben Brush-Bramble- 
Boniiie Scotland family, so flourishing now through 
Broomstick and other suns of Ben Brush. In all, 
Mannie Gray had twelve living foals equally divided 
between the two sexes. To all appearances her 
influence is to an element in many future genera- 
tions of oiir thoroughbreds. Her iiedigree for four 
generations back is one that will bear analytic 
inspection, and reads as follows;

Knmmer, raced under a stout pnll for the first two 
miles and at the end beat Royce Rools by four 
lengtlis. It was a source of great satisfaction to 
Mr. McDaniel to win the Pimlico Cup with Ex- 
terminator, as he regards that racer as one of the ' 
liost horses be ever trained. Exterminatm: won his 
first and last start for Mr. Kilmer this year. He 
won his first four starts and also his last. His 
total winnings since passing into Mr. Kilmer’s stable 
has been over $60,000. 

Henry McDaniel will leave for Sun Briar Court 
tomorrow with Exterminator and, after turning the 
horse over, will sever his connection with Mr. 
Kilmer^ having to trai^_for BobejEt L. Gerry’ 

next year. 

Litte Tlppity Witcliet came right back today and 
repeated his success of yesterday. However, this 
afternoon he was hard pressed to win by Slippery 
Elm. wliich also endeavored to duplicate his win 
of yesterday, but failed by a half length of over- 
taking the great little Broomstick gelding.

He went to liis knees at the eleventli 
fence, but recovered quickly and, taking after the 
leader, got up and won by a head.

FINE TRIBUTE TO THE HORSE 



Gen. Pershing’s Thoroughbred 
Mount Named Jeff, for Giver. 



The Horse Always an Important 
Factor in the Big Things 
of the World. 



General Pershing has written a letter of thanks 
to the president of Lieutenant Jefferson Feigl First 
Division Post, of tliis city, for the horse presented 
to him during his recent stay here, ’’lie is an 
ideal mount,” says General Pershing, “and per- 
formed beiiutifufly in carrying me through part of 
the New York parade and through all of the Wash- 
ington parade. I have cliristeneci him ‘Jeff’ in 
honor of tlie young officer who lost his life while 
serving in your division during tlie first day of its 
contact with the enemy.” 

This reminds us that we must not forget the 
part the horse played in the great war. To the 
liorses in the world conflict, living and dead, is 
due unstinted praise. To them the victorious nations 
should erect a monument of iinexampleil beauty as a 
memorial of the sacrifices and sufferings of tliose 
wim could only express their loyalty and devotion 
to duty by dnmli oliedience. 

From the days of Job the horse lias been an im- 
portant factor ill the scheme of things. In the 
tiiirty-ninth chapter of tlie Book of Job there is a 
description of the liorse unequalcd In grandeur. Here 
it is in part; 

“Hast tliou given the horse strength? Hast thou 
clothed his neck witli tliunder? • • • He paweth 

in the valley and rejoiceth in his strength; he goetli 
on to meet the armed men; he mocketh at fear 
ami is not affrighted: neither tiirneth he back from 
the sword. • • • He smelleth the battle from 

afar off, the tliunder of tiie captains and the 
shouting.” 

The centaurs of Phidias, the chariot of Jupiter 
drawn by eight white horses, the Thessalian cav- 
alry celebrated in iiistory, the horsemen of I’hilip 
and Alexander, of Scipio against Hannibal’; the 
.steeds of Mohaniniod, the chargors of tlie Bedouins, 
the chariots of Pharaoh, the Libyan charioteers, the 
cavalry of David — all tell of the part the horse 
has played in ancient history. 

Wlio has not read of the taming of Bucephalus — 
“like a centaur looked the youth and steed” — and 
the words: 

What a noble creature did he seem. 

'roo noble for a creature to bestride? 

Who has not read of Byron’s Mazeppa, “who 
looked like as though tlie speed of tliought were 
in his limbs”? What lover of chivalry has not 
read of young Lochlnvar, immortalized by Scott, and 
the words: “Tliroiigh all the wide border his steed 

was tlie best”? What lover of the heroic has not 
thrilled over Joaquin Miller’s “Kit Carson’s Ride”? 

In the ride of Paul Revere to warn tlie settlors 
near Boston Longfellow has paid a tribute to a 
noble horse as well ns a noble man. What school- 
boy lias not recited these words: 

He springs to the saddle, the bridle he turns — 

. . . . .

WHAT TO WEAR WHEN DEER HUNTING 



Sportsmen siiould give heed to what they wear 
:n the woods these days in those states where tliey 
have no buck law, or where, as in New York 
and Wisepnsin, the buck law lias been repealed. 

Dixie Carroll in the National Sportsman gives 
■<o;ne excellent suggestions regarding clothing to be 
worn in the woods. He says: “If you are going 

to do a bit of still -hunting whore the least noise 
possible may mean a big spread of horns, or should 
you try a little snowslioeiiig, then get a pair of 
tliose leather-topped rubber-bottomed hunting boots, 
but make it a point to liave the tops around twelve 
inches, us the higher ones will be found a trifle 
tiresome and unless you are used to wearing them 
lay off Hie liigli-topiiers. 

“Tliese boots are good for clear ground work, 
are excellent for snow or slush, and your feet 
stay dry, wliieli is a-lnight.v important thing in 
the Woods when you expect to Ih! out a iimiiber of 
hours. Steer clear of the iiicK'assins, unless you 
want a pair for around the ealiin for night. City 

feet, not broken into the Indian stuff, last alxiiit 

one da.v’s roiigligoiiig in ino<’casiiis. 

“.\ny ol<l pair of wooli-n trousers cut off so 
thi'.v fit inside tbe tops of your liiinting 
boots will do for that part of the layout; if you 
wish lo look the part get a pair of green mackinaw 
trousers, top the outfit with a green iiiackiiiaw 
stagged liiinting shirt. Under this slagged or 
cruiser shirt yon can wear an army shirt, with a 
pajK’r vest; have plenty of heat, travel light with- 
out the hulk of a lieav.v coat, and have lots of arm 
room in quickly bringing j-oiir gun to filing posi 
tion. Make the cap a red affair with «‘Mr flaps. 

“Some of the boys will wonder at the red and 

green in the outfit, but with the one buck law- 
off the statutes again this season in Wisconsin and 
other states I, want to go into tlie woods looking 
like anytliing else than u deer. Nix on the khaki 
or canvas of tlie brown olil hunting coat in the 
timber, where a fellow is liable to shoot at anytliing 
moving. 

“The one buck law was a great little lifesaver 
and should be put on the law tiooks la all deer 
liiinting states. Not only did it make it necessary 
for the limiter to see the buck’s horns Ix’fore open 
iiig lip with a high -power barrage, but it is also 
a great preser%-er of game. In states where this 
law is in effett the deer have increased and hunt- 
ing has naturally bvcome better each year.” 



GAME LEGISLATION OF THIS YEAR 



Many States Make Migratory Statutes Conform 
with Federal Regulations. 



The Bureau of Biological Survey has issued its 
eighty-page pamphlet, “Game Laws for 1919,” a 
summary of the provisions of federal, state and 
provincial statutes, edited by George A. Lawyer, 
Chief U. S.. Game Warden, and Frank L. Earnshaw, 
iissistant. Interstate Coinnierce 'in (iame. 

This is the twentieth piibiication of its kind, the 
oiijeet of the liiilletlo U’iiig to present the provisions 
of game legislation in convenient form for sisirts- 
men and others and to show’ tlio general condition 
,‘iiid trend from year to year. 

Tlie review of legislation in 1919 sliows that 
legislative sessions were lield in forty-four states, 
in forty-one of which more or less extensive changes 
were made. in the game laws. While the number of 
game l.iws enacted does not eiiu.il the total number 
passed in other years when most of the legislatures 
were in session. Hie volume compares favorahly 
with records of previous years, owing to the number 
of states which nniended and codified their game 
legislation. Arkansas, Illinois, Minnesota, Ohio 
Texas and Utah iias.sed ge:ieral measures revising 
their game laws. 

Considerable progress was made along the line of 
harmonizing state legislation with the niignitory- 
blrd treaty act and the regulations thereunder. In 
South Carolina tlie federal regulations were adopted 
IS the law of the state. lu New YVirk the seasons 
for Ijoiig Island, nnd in Arkansas, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Ohio, South Dakota and Texas oi>en seasons 
or other provisions wore made to conform to the 
federal regulations. 

BIG GAME LEGISLATION BENEFICIAL. 

Sonie lilghly beneficial legislation for the protec- 
tion of big game was enacted this year, among the 
most noteworthy of which was the action of Maine 
in repealing the provision wliich allowed residents 
to ex»H)rt deer. Federal investigations disclosed 
that residents of Maine nnd New Hamnslilre liad 
been illegally shipping' large numbers of deer to tlie 
Boston markets, and tlie magnitude of this illegal 
traftic, as indicated by tbe convictions secured in 
federal courts, was doubtlessly instrumental in in- 
itiating tliis legislation. 

Aiiotlier most imtmrtant provision of the legisla- 
tion ill Maine, and one of far reacliing eonsequences, 
was tliat prohibiting the use of deer and moose in 
lumber camps. 

The deer seasons were sliortened from five to fif- 
teen days in Maine, New Mexicq, Vermont aiiH 
Wyoming. Close seasons thronglinut the year were 
prescribed for does in Missouri and Wyoming and 
for all doer in Ohio and West Virginia. Tlie limits 
on <ieer were reduced from two to one a season in 
New York and Ontario. Novo Scotia lengthened 
the season on deer one week, and New York, Texas 
and Vermont rcitealed laws protecting does. 

MAINE TO OPEN MOOSE SEASON. 

Saskatchewan closed the province to elk hunting 
and West Virginia continued tlie close term on 
these animals until 1027; Wyoming shortened tne 
open season two weeks, reduced the limit from two 
to one a season and repealed tlie provision permit- 
ting a resident to kill one additional elk under a 
special .$10 license. 

Idaho lengthened the season two weeks on elk in 
counties having an oiien season, and Montana modi- 
fied the seu^ns In certain counties and opened a 
few counties to elk hunting which heretofore liao 
been closed. 

Mention should be made of the program evolve<l 
by tlie forest service and the bureau of biological 
survey for tbe conservation nnd maintenance of elk 
in the YoUowstoiuj National I’ark region. Here is 
found the greatest aggregate of large game now In 
existence in such a limited area within the I'nltee 
States. The program is the result of investigations 
by these two biu-eaus of the Department of Agri- 
culture. made with a view to devising a practicable 
plan to conserve the remnant of tliis once nu^icrous 
and widely distributed noble game animal. 

Maine iierniitted moose to be hunted during the 
last ten <lays of November, the first open season on 
these animals since 191.7, and Novo Scotia shortenea 
the open season two weeks. Wyoming shortened 
the season on sheep six weeks and extendeil the 
term of protection on moose and antelope until 
1927. Alberta lengtlieiied tlie open season two 
weeks on nimintaiu sheep and goat. 

SEASONS ON GAME BIRDS. 

The grouse season was closed in New Mexico 
Texas, Vermont and Wyoming; in Maine and Ohio 
existing open .seasons were sliortened; and in West 
Virginia tlie miniber of grouse allowed to be taken 
in a season was reduced from twenty-five to twenty. 
In Michigan and I’ennsylvania, where the seasons 
on ruffed grouse .were closed in 1918, hunting is 
again permitted this year. Allierta lengthened the 
season on grouse and ptarmigan two weeks. 

Arkansas and South Carolina each shortened the 
oiM>n season on quail one month, and West Virginia 
reduced the limit from ninety-six to sixty a season. 
In Idaho the season on sage liens was opened 
throughout the state during the last two weeks in 
August: Wyoming shortened llie season two weeks 
and reduced the daily bag limit from six to four; 
and Oregon lengthened by two weeks the season 
east of the Cascades. Wild turkeys were iiroteeted 
until 1921 in West Virginia nnd the seasons were 
shortened one mouth in Missouri and from fifteen 
days to six weeks in New Jlexico. South Carolina 
lengthened the season two weeks and established a 
limit of twenty turkeys a season. 

Missouri provided that 100 petitioning house- 
holders may obtain a referendum vote at a general 
election upon the question of a two-year close 
season on quail in an.v county.

One of the clever devices of the quail while 
feeding is fo station a sentry, whieli is nianiff 
from the fact that they can never lx- taken 
surprise. ’The scientist disputes this idea, hut 
maii.v affirm it so positively that there must 
some foundation for the assertion. The sentry, 
which is always, a male, upon tlie tipproaeh pf an 
eiieni.v — either a dog or his master — given a note 
of warning; then all tlie flock gathers close 
togetlier; tlien iie flies lo a safe dist.-inee and gives 
anotlier cry. at. v.hieh the whirr of inan.v wings 
follows, and si.itc-bliie flashes in the air sliow them 
to he flying in bis direction.

AN OKLAHOMA FISH QUARRY . 

i’ropert.v Commissioner Joseph Patterson of Okla- 
liuma City, while superintending repairs on the by- 
pass spillway at the water dam, ineidcntally had 
the pleasure of iiululgiiig in some good fishing. He 
exhibited a forty-elglit-iKuind catfish and other 
fish Kinging from thirty to. fifteen p<mnds. Tlie 
fish were trapped in a hole In tlie Ixittom of the 
spillwa.v, alxiut ten feet long, five feet wide nnd 
from one to five feet deeii. Altogethi'r 2,000 
pounds of fish were caught. • Twenty men iiartici- 
patetl, using their hands, iron prods and home- 
made hprpoons. Patterson gave the fish to several 
orphanages iu Okluhumu City. 



The iiirii luiiiter. parlieularl.v of Hie diiek-slioot- 
irig variety, i> ai>t to get a bit careless with his 
chatter of the speed of the game bird.

lovTii a liit. 

While a gale b«x>sting at the tail featliers of a 
luck, that is .a swift diiek anyliow, does add tx’r- 
eeptibly to the speed of the bird, yet there is ’no 
record of the marvelous siieed i-laimed for game 
birds under onlinar.v conditions. 

There is used in ballistic seieiioe an instniment 
called the elironograpli, which in the form most used 
consists of a weiglit held up _by an eleetro-miignet. 
.V spring-imi>eileil knife blade is held b.v anotlier 
magnet iu such fashion that if released it springs 
out and marks .a coating of soot first applied to the 
weiglit. First a mark is made in the .spot In the 
weight op|M)site the knife. 

When the bullet or charge of sliot goes Hiroiigli a 
screen of wires eoniieeled with tlie magnet liolding 
the weight and placed at the muzzle of tlie gun. tlie 
wires are cut, and the weight starts to fall. When 
the bullet or shot charge passes throtigh the second 
screen of wires, say, ninety feet from Hie muzzle, 
the cutting of the wires permits Hie knife to fly out 
and mark the falling xveiglit. Then the distance 
iH’twcen tlie marks on the weiglit is measured and. 
as lieav.v weights fall a sliort distance alwn.vs at tlie 
same speed, it is eas.v to tninslate the dist.-nu-e b<’- 
tween these marks into time, and so to’ find how 
long the bullet took to i-niss the space between the 
scns’iis. 

.\ canny British Imllistie shark rigged np a pair 
of siieii screens iiiiieli rinser together, and made 
them of fine silk and wire. The gallery, had a 
lighted end and a dark one. Various British game 
birds were released back of tlie screens, promptl.v 
flying for the light at tlie end of the gallery, and 
so their speed was taken by the elironograpli just 
as is the liullet. 

.V dozen tough “blue rock” pigeons, birds living in 
tlie rocky cliffs of England and nnicli used for old- 
time live liirds, recorded thirt.v-lliree miles an hour, 
or fifty feet per second, for tlie fastest one, twenty- 
sfx miles aa hour for the slowest one. Out iu tie’ 
open, flying over measured c-ourse and timed with 
stop watch, the fastest pigeon registered twenty- 
seven miles an hour. 

British pheasants, bred purposely for shooting .and 
noted for their siH-ed and rocketing fliglit, flew 
through the elironogniph at the rate of 33.8 miles 
on liour, muximnra. Out in the open one liird made 
thirty-eight miles, or fifty-six feet tier second. 
Partridges, much like our Bob White, made from 
26 to 3-1.7 miles an hour tlirough the elironograpli, 
and’ in the oi>en ranged from 27.6 to 32 miles an 
hour, or forty to forf.v-two feet per second. 

Tiie average of twelve earrii'r pigeon races in 
England and the continent, ranging from eightj-- 
seven to 309 miles, showed an average of tliirty-six 
miles an- hour. The fastest bird flew fifty-five 
miles an hour, tlie slowest in nil flie races, lint 
still a winner, fifteen miles an hour. Doubtless the 
difference was due to wind force and direction. 

These are the fastest birds possible to breed, and 
developed for winning races. — Capt. E. C. Crossman 
in American Field.

Also thousands of young men who 
had never liefore handled firearms were taught 
the use of the rifle while in the army, and they 
are anxious to keep in the praetiee on .small game 
now that the season on llmis has lieen iK’rmanently 
closed.

HUNTING WITH COLONEL ROOSEVELT 



It was always a joy to go into the woods with 
TheothM-e Boosevelt. Many times it was my privi- 
lege to h.ivc him as my guest on hunting expeditions 
in Louisiana, lie was a keen ^woodsman, painstak- 
ing. observant, treuieii<l<Hisly interested In all that 
went on around him. He invariably carried a note- 
book in which he jotted down immediately what 
oceurred. so that lie would be aceurate and would 
not have to trust to his memory in future narration 
or writing about that particular subject. 

In tile woods, as everywhere he went, lie studied 
not only his surroundings but hunian-kind. His 
marvelous faculty for making friends never sliowwl 
to better advantage — the man was never, in my 
judgment, more truly himself tlian in dealing with 
the iniliviiluals whom lie met on these liiintlng 
trips. I reniemiier cn one occasion in 1907 that he. 
Dr. Alexander Lambert, his friend . ami personal 
pi'.ysielaii. and Surgeon -General Kixey were my 
guests on Tensas River in East Carroll Parish. 
I^iiisiana. Onr first camp was” made on a sliglit 
bluff at the edge of the river. We got into 
camp late Saturday evening. 

Tliat night there visited ns Ben Lil!y, one of the 
most r< markable cliaracters in the country, and 1 
think one of the greatest hunters tlie world has ever 
produced. He was at that time fifty-five years 
old. He had never taken a drink, a smoke or a chew 
of tobacco, and lie did not drink tea or coffee. 
He never swore, and under no conditions would he 
hunt or permit his dogs to hunt on Sundays. At 
that time, too, despite his age. he could take three 
flour barrels and jump in and out of tlum, for- 
ward ami backward. 

Polonel Roosevelt and Ben Lilly were immediately 
dr.iviii to each other. Their deep admiration for 
woods life and keen observation of trees, plants and 
animals gave them many common points of interest. 
The colonel immediately began to draw out Ben, 
soon having liim launched on a veritable flood of 
hunting stories. He began by saying that lie had 
walked over to our camp, as he disliked the rail- 
roads, and about six miles below camp he liad shot 
a deer about dusk and had hung the carcass in a 
tree. He described the location so accurately 
that we sent a few negro attendants down to get the 
venison. 

IHDIAH STALUOM FOB HUBTIMO. 

In hunting Ben rode a short, thick -necked Indian 
stallion. He had recently returned from a trip to the 
Mississippi swami>s, wliere he hart gone 4o get a 
particularly large bear. With patience almost in- 
credible lie located this bear and followed him, lie 
told the <-olonel. Coming into range, Ben shot the 
anhnal three or four times with his Winchester 
without inflicting a mortal wound. The bear, in 
A rage, charged him. Ben kept sliooting, but when 
liis last bullet failed to drop Bruin lie knew it was 
iiec-essary to run. There liuppeued to be near by 
a -big cypress with a large swell, occasioned by 
standing for years in llie overflow. Ben said he 
never knew how fast lie eoiild run until tliat bear 
went after him around the cypress, for he ran'so 
fast that he mu right upon the bear as it droiiped 
dead. 

His game, tlie old hunttw told Colonel Roosevelt, 
was the largest bear he had ever seen, with a par- 
ticularly fine skin which he wanted to preserve. His 
usual method of hoisting a large deer or a bear was 
to put a pulley into a convenient tree, run a rope 
through it attached at one end to the game and at 
the other to the tail of Billy, his stallion, then 
to drive tlie is>ny ahead. Then when the game was 
cleaned and skiimdU he would carry it away on the 
stalliou. Tills bear, he said, was so large that Billy 
couldn’t pull it clear of the ground. He got its 
himlquiirters off the ground several times. Finally, 
urgesl by a caue wielded by Ben, the little horse got 
the iK'ar nearly to the height chislred, but then, 
at an csiiecially vigorous prod by Ben, began to 
kick. Tlie roiie slackened, the bear came down, tlie 
tree sprang buck into iiositlon and the iKiiiy was 
swung up onto its fore-feet, its hind legs kicking 
ill tlie air until Bcii was able to loosen the roi»e and 
let it down. 

“.Nearly ruined the best Iiuiiting iwiiy I ever had,’’ 
commented Ben, to tlie colonel’s intense delight. * 

ul one occasion where we were hunting Ben had 
been «it with a pack of his dogs chasing a bear 
and finally treed him just lieforc 12 o’clock on 
8atiirduy night. He couldn’t sec to shoot him, but 
made a great big fire to lie down by and kept his 
dogs at the base of tlie tree. In spite of his 
ironclad rule, never to hunt or shoot on Sunday, he 
said neither -ills religion nor his disposition pre- 
vented his “shooing’’ a Is-ur up a tree or keeping 
him there, and that was one of the liardest tasks 
he ever liad in his life — keeping that bear up a 
tree- until he could shoot him Monday moruiug. 

CONVINCES THE SKtFTICS. 

One day while Colonel Roosevelt and tin- vest of 
us were riding through the swamps with Beii, he 
remarked: “Three turkeys have just passed by 

here, a lieu and two gobblers.” Not a man could 
see a sign of any kind or character, and we laugli- 
liigly told Ben Unit any slatemeut he made would 
have to be taken as being true because we had no 
way of verifying it. This good iiatured kidding 
bee-mt'd to nettle him a little bit, and he remarked; 
“I will convince you of my statement, because there 
ir a slough near here, and it wih be easy to sec 
their trucks unless they flew before reaching it 
Get down and I will show you where they scratched 
and where th. y crossid.’’ We promptlj' complied with 
his in.striictious. He showed us on the way several 
places where tliey had beep seratching, and when 
tve reachi-d tho place he had refertvd to, he dis- 
tinctly showed us where, in the soft mud, were tho 
tracks of the hen and the tracks of the two gobblers 
before they flew across. 

Colonel Roosevelt remarked that he was one of 
the most wonderful woodmen Ire luid -evar seen in 
his life. 

lake Ben Lilly, to my knowledge. Colonel Roose- 
velt never, under any couditious, hunted on Sunday. 



On one Sunday, immediately after our midday 
dinner, we took a long walk through the woods and 
finally we were seated on a log on the border of 
the Tensas River. There for the first time I 
learned of the water rabbit which seemed to swim 
with all the ease and facility of a mink. Tiiib 
colonel noted this and then commented on the 
wonderful birdlife that we saw even during the 
fall months in that station. He observed and noted 
nine different varieties of woodpeckers, running 
from the great ivory billed, which is nearly extindt, 
to tlie small downy woodjiecker which was migratr- 
ing uiinsuiilly early, and in his memoranda 'had 
written the names of a large numb*»r of birds of 
v.arions kinds wlilcli he saw and instantly identified. 
Invariably on his walks he would carry a book with 
him and would be perfectly absorbed in what he was 
reading, oocnsionnlly putting it down or lit his 
IKicket to express some thought or make a state- 
ment.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



CHICAGO, 111.. November 13. — Weather forecast: 
Illinois, Missouri and Kansas — Fair tonight and 
Friday; rising temperature. Wisconsin — Fair to- 
night and Friday, followed by unsettled in north 
ixirtion; rising temperature. General forecast: The 
indications are now for more settled conditions and 
tl'at changes will nut be as rapid as during the 
past two weeks. No precipitation of consequence 
is at present indicated for any portion of the middle 
western area. ’The ti'miierature will rise generally 
in this forecast district during the next twenty-four 
to tlilrty-six liours except that it will become 
colder again Friday in the Red River of the North 
valley and adjoining sections. 

CHICAGO, 111., N’ovcml)er 13. — Alarming news 
from Illinois mining districts that radicals among 
thd striking fillers bad induced hoisting engineerd, 
pumpmen, firemen and mule feeders to abandon their 
work was received by Chicago operators today as the 
nu>st menacing development of the coal strike. De- 
spite the fact that the reports said that office 
workers and officials in many places replaced the 
deserting workmen at the pumps and engines, the 
fear was expressed that mines in what are known 
as “wet” districts could not be saved from being 
flooded. The office forces would not be adequate 
to handle the large shafts, it was said, and there 
was also the possibility that the radicals would 
prevent them from intervening. If the mines were 
flooded it would mean they would be crippled for 
a long period, oiierators asserted. 

— Crimitaal In- 
formations against twenty-six alleged members of 
the Industrial Workers of the World have been pre- 
pared for filing with the county clerk at Cliehalis, 
c-ouiity seat of I.iewis Count.v, today by county at- 
torney Herman Allen. All information, it was un- 
derstood, would allege either participation in or 
criminal knowledge of the killing here last 'Puesday 
of four mt'ml>ers of the American I.a>gion during an 
armistice day parade. 

LINCOLN, Neb., November 13. — County attorneys 
iu Nebraska are requested by Governor McKelvie 
_iii circular letters to b<‘ mailed to tlie^i today to 
cause the ai-rest of members of the I. W. W., who, 
he said, were scattered throughout the coustruction 
camps and among industrial workers of the state, 
“for the specific purpose of carrying on propaganda 
of I. W. W.’ism, which is revolutionary industrial 
iiuioiiism and embraces forceful opposition to the 
law.’’ 

SPRINGFIELD. 111., November 13.— Officials of 
the Springfield subdistriet. United Mine Workers of 
America, today declared “the -mine workers will 
stand pat for a living wage, six-hour day and five- 
day week. A telegram in protest against a news- 
pu(>er story suggesting that Illinois miners were 
disposed to go back to work was signed by Free- 
man Thompson, president, and Jolin Watt, secretary- 
treasurer, of the Springfield subdistriet. 

LONIKIN, England Novembt'r 13. — Crowds of 
medical students, bearing banners with tho iiiserip- 
tioii: “We want beer and stout,” organized a 

demonstration against a prohibition campaign meet- 
ing in the heart of I.s>ndon this afternoon. The 
crowds were so denst: iu the Strand that traffic was 
held up for some time. 

CUIC.VGO, III., November 13. — Firing through the 
closed shutters of a house at 212i> Wentworth 
avenue, five Chinese, alleged drug meixdiants, today 
held revenue officers and indiee at bay for several 
hours. They finally were arrested and held at the 
South Clark street station pending government in- 
vestigation. 

PARIS, I'raiiee. Novemlier 13. — The ireace con- 
fereuee lias received information from Sofia that the 
Bulgarian government has decided to sign the peace 
treaty as jiresented to its delegation. The Bitl- 
gariaii premier, M. Stambulisky, who left .Sophia for 
Paris yesterday, is exirected to sign the treaty to- 
morrow. 

LONDON, Engliiud, November 13. — Lieut. R. M. 
Douglas of tlie Au.-'tralian flying con>s, and Lieut. 
.1. S. L. Ross, his u.ivigator, who started from 
Hounslow today for a flight to Australia, were 
killed shortly after tlie.v began their journey. Their 
iiirplaue craslted near Subiton, iu Surrey. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.. November 13. — The con- 
ference l);t\veen railroad brotherhood chiefs and 
ilirector general of railroads Hines over the em- 
irtoyes’ demands for increased wages and revised 
working conditions went into its third day without 
an agreement in sight. 

RARCELON’A, Spain, November 13. — Delegates of 
the employers and workmen last night signed the 
definite agreement culling off the lockout which hud 
paralyzed industry here for a week.
